PARNELL ACCEPTS 


The Offer of a Judicial Commis- 
sion to Investigate the 
‘*Times’ ” Charges. 


Queen Natalie of Servia Expelled From 
Germany by the Authorities. 


The Crown Prince Turned Over to the Ser- 
vian Chief of Police—Strong Protest of 
the Times“ Against a Special Tribunal— 
The Duke of Argyll Snubbed—Emperor 
William’s Dinner to the Foreign Ambas- 
sadors—The Gambetta Monument Dem- 
onstration—Trouble at Massowg For- 
eign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 18.—Parnell, after consulta- 
tion with the Liberal leaders, has decided to 
accept the Government's offer of a judicial 
commission, composed mainly of judges, to 
inquire into the Times’ charges. The strongest 
éfforts, however, will be made to limit the 
inquiry to definite facts and exclude the mere 
insinuati8ns and vague denunciations which 
form the bulk of the Times articles. Care will 
be taken also, to secure the appointment of 
able and impartial judges. For instance, the 
nomination of Judge Stephen, an 
extreme Tory of a type now almost 
extinct, would be strongly resented. 
Grave objections would also be madeto Jus- 
tice Grantham. To Lord Herschell, who is 
spoken of as Chairman of the commission, 
the objection would be the other way, be- 
cause he is an active supporter of Home 
Rule. The Tunes to-day is not enthusiastic 
in favor of the proposed commission. It still 
contends that Parnell should bring an action 
in a court of law, but says that since the pro- 


posal is made it is prepared to 
accept it, provided the whole mass 
of facts involved can be subjected 


to investigation. It hopes the Government 
will not yield toany pressure in the direction 
of narrowing the issue, and declares it has 
never professed to treat the letters attributed 
to Parnellas more than secondary evidence. 
From this it is now evident that the Times 
feels at least some little doubt of being able to 
prove the authenticity of the letters which it

A DUKE SNUBBED. 

The Duke of Argyll, who is unpopulir, 
even among his own political associates, le- 
cause of his arrogant airs and pedantic and 
long-winded harangues, received a severe 
enubbing yesterday. One of the most bril- 
liant audiences ever seen in the House 
Lords assembled in expectation of hearing 
the debate on his motion approving the Gov- 
ernment’s policy towards Ireland. The side 
galleries were crowded with ladies, and on 
the steps of the throne were at least fifty 
privy councillors. The Duke made a 
speech of an hour’s, duration, consist- 
ing of his usual rhetorical ggtacks on the Irish 
nation and Gladstone. When he sat down the 
Chancellor waited for some peer to get up and 
answer the well worded charges. Nobody 
stirred. Granville looked complacently on 
those around him and Rosebery could not re- 
press a smile. Spencer looked grave and im- 
mutable as usual. At length, after a large 
sixty seconds, the Chancelor put the question, 
which was forthwith carried without a di- 
vision, and the House rapidly emptied, Argyll 
vowing vengeance as he left for the trick 
played upon him.

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EMPEROR FREDERICK’S WIDOW. 


The Pall Mall Gazette’s” Sensational Story 
About the Ex-Empress. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 13.—The Pall Mall Gazette pub - 
lished last night the following sensational 
story from Berlin which, although it has been 
denied by other papers, appears to have some 
basis of truth: ‘‘Very hateful rumors are fly- 
ing about Berlin which I hesitate to send 
without confirmation, but which I equally 
hesitate to withhold lest they prove tobe 
true. It is well known that, as I saw with my 
own eyes, the moment Emperor Frederick’s 
breath was out of his body there wasa rush 
of soldiery to ail the exits 
from the Castle of Fredrichskron. No 
one was allowed to leave and no 
one to enter for hours afterthedeath. What 
was the object of this headlong and indecent 
blockade? It was more than hinted atthe 
time that the intention was to secure any 
papers which the dead Emperor had left be- 
hind him, and above all, the sheets ofthe 
diary which he kept, recording his opinions 
on matters of state. Notascrap of paper on 
which the deceased had written the common- 
est request or remarks (he was for a long time 
reduced to this means of communication) 
was allowed to remain in the possession of its 
recipients. It is even said that the trunks 
of one of the doctors were seized at 
the frontier and sent back to Berlin to be over- 
hauled at the Chancelerie. It is a spectacle 
for nations, that of Bismarck on his knees 
turning out the contents of Dr. Hovell’s 
trunks. But it would awaken very different 
feelings if it were true, as is not unaparingly 
asserted in Berlin, thata high personage who 
is near and dear to England and who was 
nearest and dearest to the illustrious dead, is 
weeping at Fredrichskron in a palace 
which isin all but name a prison. 
Of course, every onc must hope that the 
story is an abominable fiction, but wherever I 
go lhearon all sides thatthe Empress Vic- 
toria is virtually under arrest in her present 
residence. I fear that there is little doubt that 
Her Majesty is receiving very scant considera- 
tion at the hands of the men now in power.“

mortis. This reptile product is worthy to 
rank even above tho recent epistolary 
achievements of the Times. No one who has 
lovingly studied the tragic life story of the 
hero of the battlefield and death chamber, 
needs to be informed that he was a lover of

PARNELL AND THE “TIMES.” 


The London Press Urging a Full Inquiry 
Into the Charges. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, July 13.—The Standard commends 
the Government’s action with reference to 
the Times charges, and says Mr. Parnell will 
be ill-advised if he attempts to narrow the 
limits of the investigation. As an honest 
man, his position should leave no opening 
for the suspicion that he has shunned the 
fullest light on each and every charge. 


The Chronicle says: The need for 
an exceptional tribunal befitting the 
dignity of the uncrowned King has 


not yet been shown. If it was impossible for 
Parnell, for private reasons, to bring actions 
for libel, it would stiil have been easy to find 
a tribunal to try his case and give him com- 
plete proted¥ion from forensic bullying. The 
public prosecutor might have tried him at the 
Old Bailey.’’ 
A FULL INQUIRY NECESSARY. 

The Post hopes that in common fairness the 
matter will be argued before men who have 
neither constituents to consider nor political 
— to make or lose. It protests 
against ths inquiry being confined to the Par- 
nell letters and urges that it must cover the 
whole ground that the Times has taken up as 
any other course would be to put on justice a 
fool’s cap.

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THE LAWYERS IN A ROW. 


CAPT. JOHNSON OUT IN A CARD ATTACKING 
/ JUDGE LAUGHLIN. 


The Present Attitude of Affairsin Topeka— 
Another Continuance ef the Habeas 
Corpus Proceedings — Probability That 
Moore Will Remain Several Days 
Longer in Kansas—A Civil Suit Begun 
for the Recovery of the Property—To- 
Day’s Developments. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

TOPEKA, Kan., July 18.—Henry W. Moore 
appeared in court this morning accompanied 
by his attorneys, and was looking very much 
worn out. His attorneys filed the following 
amended petition onthe part of Moore for a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

The undesigned petitioner, Henry W. 
Moore, respectfully sets forth the following 
facts: 

1. That he is unlawfully restrained of his 
liberty in the city of Topeka by John Carter, 
Andrew M. Fuller and John P. Browning. 

2. Thatthe cause or pretense of such re- 
straint, according to the best of the knowl- 
edge and belief of said petitioner, is a requi- 
sition ofthe Governor of Missouri upon the 
Governor of Kansas for the arrest of your pe- 
titioner as a fugitive from justice. 

3. That said restraint is illegal because said 
Governor of Kansas did not have any lawful 
power or jurisdiction to issue the warrant, for 
the reason that no certified copy of any indict- 
ment found or affidavit made before a magis- 
trate of said State of Missouri charging said 
petitioner with having committed treason, fel- 
ony or other crime, was ever presented to 
said Governor of Kansas, and no competent 
proof was presented to said Governor that 
your petitioneris a fugitive from justice, and 
your petitioner is not a fugitive from justice. 

Your petitioner further informs the court 
that on July 12 there was served upon him a 
subpoena duly issued out of a Justice's Court 
in the city of Topeka by one R. H. C. Searle, 
Justice of the Peace, in a criminal! action now 
pending in the said Justice’s Court, in which 
the State of Kansas is plaintiff and one Emma 
S. Norton is defendant. Said subpona re- 
quires your petitioner to appear before said 
Justice upon the trial of said action on 
July 23, 1888, to testify asa witness on be- 
half of the defendanttherein. Wherefore your 
petitioner asks that said Andrew Fuller and 
John P. Browning be made parties to this pro- 


ceeding and that the court inguire into the 
cause of said restraint and deliver your petl- 
tioner therefrom. HENRY W. MOORE. 

After some wrangling between attorneys as 
to who should have custody of Moore, he was 
turned over to the City Marshal and the court 
continued the case until 2 o’clock in order to 
give Judge Laughlin an opportunity to pre- 
pare an answer to Moore’s applfcation. 


THE ATTORNEYS’ WAR. 

The following statement from Capt. J. B. 
Johnson, attorney for Moore and Mrs. Norton, 
will appear in the Journal to-night over John- 
son’s signature in reply to the statement of 
Judge Laughlin 

My attention has been called to an elab- 
orate statement in the highly sensational 
Moore-Norton elopement case by Judge 
Laughlin, solicitor for John Norton, 
which appears in print this 
Courts are instituted in this 
to settle the rights of arties 
under the forms of law, free from the bias of 
18 clamor; hence a lawyer is seldom justi- 

ed in publishing statements. It seems to me 
that I am justified even now — 4 in defending 
myself from the unjust statements made 
concerning myself and the firm of which I am 
a member. Iam accused of taki ‘under 
advisement’ his request to talk with Mrs. 
Norton in my presenee. This Judge is 
tainl possessed with a very 
imagination for one who has 
so long in the sleepy hollows’ of 
the antiquated town of poor old Missouri. 
There was never at any time the slightest ob- 
jection or obstruction placed in the way of the 
Judge orthat of his friends in their inter 


views with Mrs. Norton. His inter- 
views were frequent, earnest and fair, 
80 far as now. But he 


could not induce her to return and place her- 
self in the power of the man who had cruelly 
treated her for years and at last threatened 
her life with a brandished butcher knife over 
her head. I am very sure I am notin the 
least to be blamed for that. 

At all times we were assured by the Judge 
that the sordid dollars possessed by Mrs. 
Norton had no attraction ior either himself 
or his cifént. That their only solicitude was 
to save the wife and to return her to St. Louis 
to her friends. But it was at least 
noticed thatthe money and property always 
came up, and with the proposition that it must 
be placed at some convenient spot to the 
Judge or Mr. Norton. Very natural Mrs. Nor- 
ton grew suspiciousthat it was the dollars 
rather than her welfare that most prompted 
the wreat solicitude of the Judge. 

I frankly confess that at times I was unable 
to wholly drive away these unwelcome sus- 
picions from my own mind. At last, how- 
ever, when Mrs. Norton finally announced 


that she would not place herself in 
the power of ber adversary and 
return with him, and that she would 


not surrender her property, the warrant 


was served that took her before Judge 
Searle on the charge of adultery. Dis- 
guises were thrown off entirely. The 


money and property could not 
be secured to Mr. Norton; hence there was no 
longer any pretense of that commendable de- 
sire to save the erring woman from public dis- 
grace and shame.

RIDER’S CRIME. 

A little after sunset on July 23, 1885, Rousey 
P. Tallent was shot and killed near his hdme 
in the Miami Bottom, and to-day the law 6 * 
vindicated in the execution of George M. 
Rider, twice tried and convicted of the crime. 
The first trial of the case brought out substan- 
tially the following facts: The two men ere 
neighbors. Tallent lived with his family, and 
Rider with a woman named Mary Moore, 
whom he had married while is first 
wife was still alive and not divorced. 
Rider sometimes mistreated this woman 
and she had appealed to Tallent to defend her 
from his cruelty, and he had done so. On the 
morning of the day of the murder, while 
Rider was in Miami, this woman, with a Mrs. 
McGaw, went to Tallent’s house, and stating 
that she was afraid of Rider and wanted to 
leave him, asked Tallent to take her across 
the Missouri River. He did so, and returning 
that night was waylaid and shot by Rider 
from behind a tree. These are the facts as 
brought out by the prosecution. Rider's own 
statement as made to your correspondent is, 


that returning home and not finding his wife, 
he started out to. hunt or her. 
He arined himself only as a pre- 


cautionary measure, and had no intention of 
harming Tallent unless he was forced to. In 
an openingin the woods he came suddenly 
upon Tallent when the latter was not more 
than eighteen feet from him, with an axe upon 
hisshoulder. He asked Tallent where his 
wife was. Tallent replied: ‘‘I have taken 
her where you won’t find her, and we will set- 
tle this right here,’’ atthe samo time raising 
his axe to a striking position and advanc- 
ing upon Rider, when he fired. After the 
shooting Rider went to his brother-in-law’s 
and went with him among others that Auen to 
view the body. He was present at the inquest 
next day, and at its conclusion was arrested. 
He escaped, but was recaptured the following 
Sunday and brought to Marshall, where he 
has been in jailthree years, lacking thirteen 


ays. 

At the November term 1885 of the Criminal 
Court of Saline County, he was tried, con- 
victed and sentenced to hang January 22, 
1886. An appeal taken to the Supreme Court 
resulted in a reversal. At the March term, 
1887, the case came up for a new trial, but was 
continued generally to a special term in May, 
at which time it was contined until Septem- 
ber. An important witness being sick a con- 
tinuance was again had to January 3, 1888, at 
which time he was again tried, found gullty 
and sentenced to hang February &, 1888. An 
appeal taken tothe Supreme Court resulted in 
an affirmation of the decision of the lower 
court and the fixing of July 18, 1688, as the 
day of execution. The best of legal talent 
was employed on both sides, and the case has 
cost the State of Missouri about 54, 000. 


Stanyard Hanged. 


CoLumBus, O., July 13. Ebenezer Stanyard, 
who in March, 1887, murdered his sweetheart, 
Alice Hancox, paid the extreme penalty in the 
annex of the Ohio Penitentiary this morning 


at 1:20 o’clock. The hanging took place In the 
small chamber built for the purpose, under 
the Ohio law, which makes executions private, 
The condemned man up to the last minute 
showed that he did not really realize what was 
ae, and seemed to have lost considerable 
of the littie intelligence he possessed. Shortly 
before the time for the execution he 
ate a light breakfast of cold ham 
tongue and bread and butter, finishing oft 
with a cigar and a few airs on the accordion, 
which has been his inseparable companion. 
The murderer’s brother, James, bid him good 
bye and spoke a few words to him, but they 
seemed to be lost, as on parting Stanyard 
merely shook his brother bythe hand with as 
little feeling as he would have done with a to- 
tal stranger.

It is a mere drop in the 
bucket compared with the entire loss 
of the country on account of strikes, 
Yet the statement contains a val- 
unable lesson. it means that this 
sum, taken from the meager earnings of 
laborers, has gone to support other la- 
borers in enforced idleness. It represents 
that much less in the earning capacity, in 
the amount to be expended in necessities 
or comforts of the workingmen and their 
families. The fact that the greater por- 
tion of this amqunt was expended here in 
St. Louis for a strike which was ad- 
mittedly a failure, gives increased force 
to the lesson. Such statements inevitably 
prompt the question, Do strikes pay? and 
they add strong evidence in favor of the 
conviction that some reasonable, sensible 
and dispassionate method of settling dit- 
ferences between employers and employes 
should be found.

IN A TIGHT PLACE. 


THE GREAT C., B. 4 C. DYNAMITE CON- 
SPIRACY LAID BARE. 


Arraignment of the Brotherhood Men Under 

Arrest—The District Attorney Presents a 

Strong Case—Thé Aceused Men Ready to 

Break Down—Where the Dynamite Was 

Procurél and How It Was Used—Photog- 
aphers Mobbed. 


CuicaGo, III., July 13.—Thomas and Walter 
Markley went out yesterday in company with 
a Burlington employe to take a photograph of 
the wrecked train which was derailed bya 
mob Wednesday at Western avenue and In- 
diana street. They were not molested while 
taking their negatives, but when they had left 
the yards a mob of rough-looking men sur- 
rounded them and demanded the nega- 
tives. This demand being refused, the 
three young men were set upon 
and brutally beaten. They finally 


broke away from their assailants, leaving 
everything behind except three negatives, 
which Thomas Markley held on to. They were 
chased several piooks and pelted with bricks 
stones and sticks, but fortunatel escaped 
without further injury. Each of them was 
terribly bruised and Thomas Markley received 
a bad cut on the head from a blow dealt witha 
club. Having tired of their chase of the three 
young men, the returnéd to 
the sene of the assault and demol- 
ished the valuable photographic instru- 
ments which had been left behind. By 
the time the police had arrived on the scene 
everything was peaceful and no signs of a 
crowd could be seen. Markley is cértuin he 
can identify the three assailants, and several 
detectives have been detailed to work on the 
case on request of the Burlington road. Po- 
licemen have once more been detailed to ac- 
company each switching crew day and night. 
A force of police will also patrol the ““ 
yards to guard against further acts of 


violence. 
CAUSED A SENSATION. 

A startling outline of the case against the 
members of the Brotherhoods of Engineers 
and Firemen, accused of complicity in the 
huge dynamite plot against the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy road, was formally presented 
in acourtto-day. The statement was made 
by United States District Attorney Ewing im- 
mediately upon their arraignment of six of 


the accused, Chief Bauereisen and his 
comrades, Goding, Wilson, Bowles, Brod- 
erick and Smith. The presentment 


caused a great sensation among the crowd of 
railroad men, lawyers and reporters that filled 
every inch ofroom in the court. The state- 
ment of the District Attoruey was apparently 
based largely ona confession of one of the

street and said that Bowles left a package for 
him at Peck’s Hotel. Smith went to the room 
of the hotel as directed by Bauereisen and 
found the cartridge and caps. Afew days 
after that Bauereisen met Smith on the street 
ain and asked him if he had set off any of 
that stuff yet; this was on the l4th day of June, 
the day of the brotherhood picnic. Smith 
told him he had not and Bauerelsen replied 
that that would be a pretty «ood 
night to do it. Smith got the - cartridge 
and went down to South Aurora and 
ut the cartridge on the track of 
he Chicago, Burlington & Quincy. The next 
day after he did that he met the defendant, 
Bauereisen, and Bauereisen ain asked him 
if he had let off any of that stuff. He told him 
that he had, and Bauereisen told him that he 
thought so, because he had heard the 
explosion. Now, the evidence will show 
that on that night there was an 
explosion at that piace. We pass now from 
that time to a couple of weeks. Between the 
l4th day of June and the Ist of July, Bowles 
was away, and there was corre nce 
between him and Bauereisen and some others 


concerning his whereabouts and what 
he was doing. That oorrespond.- 
ence, in the handwriting of Bauereisen, 


showed that Bowles was doing some business 
that was very secret; that he must be careful 
that no one is watehing him; that if he be- 
lieves that the man he suspects is really 
watching him to shoot the d—d—— —— ——.,’ 
and then telling him ‘not to buy any more of 
the stuff at present for obvious reasons.’ 

The District- Attorney further stated that on 
July 5, Goding gave Smith a letter 
to his wife and that on presenting it 
she aye Smith a package containing 
cartri , fuse and caps.

THE CABLE COMPANY’S PETITION. 


An Application to Change the Route at 
Grand Avenue and Morgan Street Pend- 
ing Before the Mayor—A Citizen Protests 
Against the Company's Record—The 
City’s Rights—Completing the Grand 
Avenue Bridge—All Hands to the Pumps 
in the House To-Night—Manicipal Mat- 
ters. 


To-day President Tredway of the 8t. Louis, 
Cable & Western Railroad, M. F. Taylor, the 
company’s legal representative, Messrs. 
Thos. J. Portis, John D. Perry and other res- 
idents in the vicinity of Grand avenue and 
Morgan street, were in consultation in 
the Mayor’s office for nearly two hours. 
The company has been notified by the Board 
of Public Improvements that in view 
of the reconstruction of Grand 
avenue it is desirable that the com- 
pany immediately arrange its tracks 
at the intersection of Morgan street. The 
company now owns the property on the 
southeast corner. It is proposed by 
the company to straighten its 
tracks by cutting through on the south side 
of the house located on that property. This 
would run the cars into Grand ave 
nue with very little side space 
to guard against accidents to pedestrians 


and vehicles. The applicants have been una- 
bie so far to get the necessary ordinance, and 
now ask a permit in anticipation of the nec- 
ess ordinance
